of that Nature : It may b®Objetted, That I

The next Degree are the Baronets , which 
being an Hereditary Title, I have with the

And as to the Knights and Eſquires, foraſ- 
much as there is not any material Precedency 
claimed or uſed, I have placed thoſe Degrees 
promiſcuouſly as they came to my hands, with- 
our the leaſt defign or intention of Injary 
to them or any of them, and hope it will 
be ſo taken. 

There have been many Families both of 
Nobility and Gentry, as have been raifed by 
the means above-mentioned : befides ſuch as 
{ have expreſſed in this Book, who are now 
become Extinct as to their Names , though 
perhaps their Eſtates have been United to 
Some other Families by Daughters and Heirs; 
but being it is difficult to point particularly 
at ſuch Families to whom ſuch Eſtates were 
carried, and leaſt it might be effenſrve, Ihave 
not in the leaſt meddled therewith.
